In October the short vicious Yom Kippur War was fought fol- 
lowing the sudden inyasion of Egyptian and Syrian armies into Israeli 
territory. The fighting was quickly terminated by the intervention of 
the United States and the Soviet Union bringing Israel and the Arab 
countries to the "negotiating table”. Аз a bargaining weapon the Arab 
countries, after forming an alliance, restricted petroleum supplies to 
world markets. This action precipitated an oil crisis in a few short 
weeks that is now threatening the economy of Western Europe, North 
America and Japan, This strategy of the Arabs is proving to be a very 
effective weapon to obtain a favourable settlement following tbe recent 
war. 

The oil crisis not only reminds us that the supply of world re- 
sources is finite, but that the world is, in fact, a "global village", where 
in countries are interdependent on one another for their well-being. 
The integrity of all countries must be recognized to permit their peo. 
ples to have a reasonable opportunity to achieve ‘the good life’. 

Many challenges have to Бе met in 1974 to bring about а return 
to political stability in the world. Challenge is the essence of living, for 
it forces us to seek a solution.

The "work-to-rule" forced the team to begin practicing 
this year without a coach. What a way to begin a quest for a 
York Championship they were to win four months later! The 
responsibility for putting together the team fell squarely on the 
shoulders of the captain, Larry Lapointe. 

The "work-to-rule" ended just as Weston hosted last 
year's champions, U,T.S., in the first meet of the year, where 
Weston edged them out 122 to 120. The Weston team then swam 
victories over M.M. Robinson and Lord Elgin C.I. Larry had done 
a fine job and things began to look very well. On December 19, 
Weston held their annual intersquad meet where the White team 
won for the third consecutive year, 97 to 62. 

January began by beating U.T.S. again; this time by a 
score of 203 to 195. Our Weston team then handled Vaughan 
Road easily, but lost by three points to York Memorial, 100 to 
97, Defeating Malvern C.I. at their athletic night, Weston then 
rounded out the month of January by victories over George Har- 
vey and Runnymede. 

The boys' team began February by forming two all-star 
teams, one of which competed here in Toronto in a relay meet 
setting five school records in seven events, and the second, travel- 
ling to Waterloo where D. Snider and W. Beech set themselves 
apart in record performances, 

The team then held a Swim-a-thon and collected $710.44 
which was used to purchase new and better lane markers. With 
team spirit at a new high, Weston won the York Championship 
on February 14. It was a fine going-away present for the nine 
graduating senior swimmers. The star of the meet was B. Brock- 
bank who set school records in all three of his events, and along 
with eleven others, qualified for the Toronto Championships. 

At the T.D.I.A,A. meet, our boys swam better than ex- 
pected and placed fourth in Toronto! The Medley Relay Team 
(W. Beech, B. Ryder, T, Steenson and P. Presidente) placed third, 
while Larry Lapointe came second in the 100 Breast. Using these 
boys as the nucleus, a team competed in the Ontario Champion- 
ships at Laurier C.I. 

At the O.F.S.A.A. meet, Larry Lapointe demonstrated his 
swimming excellence by placing fifth in the province in the 100 
Breast, and became the natural choice for our Swimmer of the 
Year award! 
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The Girls’ Swim Team won the York Championships once again 
this year. That was one of the two outstanding features of the season 
this year; the second being the length of the season. On September 11, 
1975, our girls began training nine times a week, expecting to be all 
through by Christmas. Unfortunately, “work-to-rule” postponed the 
district meets so that they were not held until February 18, 1974, when 
our girls could successfully defend their York title. Keeping their chins 
up as best they could, the girls trained straight through for six months. 

Our dual meets began on October 19, with an easy victory over 
Emery C.I.j 183 to 103, As the "work-to-rule' began to wear on, the 
girls lost by twelve points to York Memorial, and then by nine points to 
U.T.S. Things didn't look well, and seven girls dropped out. 

The girls who were left took a look at their priorities, did some 
soul searching, and went the remaining three months without a loss. 
They began their comebacl ‘eating М.М. Robinson and Lord Elgin 
in Burlington, and then by gaining sweet revenge on U.T.S, by beating 
them 58 to 45. The Weston girls then crushed Runnymede at home, 
travelled to Malvern C.I. for their athletic night, and beat them. Janu- 
ary was rounded out by swimming victories over Vaughan Road and 
George Harvey. 

On February 9, our girls travelled to Waterloo University for the 
High School Invitational where they set four school records in six 
events, The girls were really peaking now, and on February 18, won the 
York Championship for the second consecutive year. Stars of the meet 
were Kathy Willoughby, Debbie McLean, Teresa Niccolls, and Maryann 
Rippington and Sheryl Fossett, who set two York League records. 
These girls, along with five others then formed a team which competed 
in the Ontario Championships at Castle Frank C.I. 

At the O.F.S.A.A. meet, the girls swam exceptionally well and 
four of our girls placed in the top twelve in the province, Maryann 
Rippington placed tenth in the 100 Backstroke, and Sheryl Fossett 
placed ninth in the 100 Freestyle, and fifth in the 50 Freestyle, Sheryl 
was selected as outstanding swimmer of the year!
